We’ve paid off all 
of our credit cards, but he still 
doesn’t want to close the accounts 
and cut up the cards. Instead, he 
wants to keep them in a drawer and 
use them as an emergency fund. He 
grew up really poor, and I think 
he’s afraid of being poor again. We 
both know that’s not what you rec- 
ommend, so what can I do to con- 
vince him to follow your advice?

Dear Lynn, 

I think rather than trying to con- 
vince him, it might be a better idea 
to gently ask questions and talk 
things through. You said he grew 
up in poverty. What I’m hearing is 
that the cards represent a kind of 
security blanket for him. I can un- 
derstand that. But if you had 
$10,000 set aside for emergencies, 
you'd have the security of knowing 
that a transmission repair on the 
car or a new water heater for the 
house would only be a minor incon- 
venience — and you wouldn’t have 
to go back into debt to make things 
right again. 

Explain to him that what you’d 
like to do is replace the credit cards 
with your own money. You’d also be 
replacing what they do with a debit 
card. Ask him if there’s a reason- 
able amount you two could have in 
the bank that would take away his 
worry and stress. Talk it out, agree 
on the amount, and then agree that 
when you’ve saved up and hit that

How do you feel about using lay- 
away programs?

Dear Jay, 

I’m not a huge fan of layaway 
plans, because they’re not really 
the solution to a problem. What’s 
wrong with just saving up and buy- 
ing stuff when you have the cash? I 
mean, Christmas comes at the same 
time every year, you know? It’s not 
like it snuck up on you. 

I know there are rare instances 
when particular items are on sale, 
and you can take advantage of it 
through layaway if you don’t have the 
cash at the moment. I don’t really 
have a problem with that kind of 
thing in rare instances. But I would 
not, under any circumstances, use a 
layaway plan that has fees attached. 
You might as well borrow the money 
if you’re going that route. 

Here’s a good rule of thumb: if you 
don’t have the money, you can’t af- 
ford it. And make sure you don’t get 
into the habit of lusting after things 
you don’t own, because that lack of 
contentment is always tied to people 
being broke. Just don’t make plans 
like this a way of life, Jay. If you do, 
youre liable to stay chained to lay-

Dear Dave, 

I’m 38 years old, and I’ve got 
$12,000 in student loans still hang- 
ing over my head. It’s the only debt 
I have. I make $30,000 a year, and 
I’ve managed to save $12,000, but 
I’m also driving a junky, old car 
that will have to be replaced soon. 
Should I split the money I’ve saved 
and buy a $6,000 car while paying 
off $6,000 of the student loan?

Dear Phil, 

If I’m in your shoes, I want that 
student loan out of my life as 
quickly as possible. At the same 
time, I don’t want you living life 
without some money in the bank. 

If you’ve followed me for very 
long, you know I teach the Baby 
Steps when it comes to getting out 
of debt and saving money. Baby 
Step 1 is to save a beginner emer- 
gency fund of $1,000. Baby Step 2 is 
to pay off all debt, except for your 
home, using the debt snowball 
method. The third Baby Step is to 
build a fully funded emergency 
fund of three to six months of ex- 
penses. 

You don’t have quite enough on 
hand for your idea and to have 
something left over. I recommend 
paying off $11,000 of the school loan 
now and then finishing it up as you 
go. It won’t take much more time. 
Limp along in the beater for a little 
while longer and then, when you 
have no student loan debt, finish 
your emergency fund and start a 
car fund. 

I talk to a lot of people your age 
who still have student loan debt. 
But you have the opportunity to 
punch its lights out in a hurry. If 
you pour on the coals, you should 
be able to save money and get a bet- 
ter car in just a few months!

Was Jesus born 
on December 25? 


The tradition of a December birth came during the reign of Constantine

Christians around the world celebrate 
the birth of Jesus on December 25. But 
is that the actual date of the Savior’s 
birth in Bethlehem? Is there any way of 
knowing? And if we don’t know for sure, 
why do we celebrate His birth on that 
particular day? 

The date for the birth of Jesus was 
not a topic of discussion very much 
among the early church fathers, though 
by the Second Century there appears to 
have been some interest. Clement of 
Alexandria in his writings around 200 
A.D. said that Christians who did re- 
search on the subject determined that 
Jesus was likely born somewhere be- 
tween March 21 and May 20. A spring 
date would also fit with the shepherds 
being in the field on the night of the 
Jesus’ birth because it was during the 
lambing season. It is not as likely the 
shepherds would be in the field in De- 
cember when the weather was colder. 
The sheep at that time of year were typ- 
ically kept in a sheep fold during the 
nights. 

Another clue as to time of year comes 
again from Luke’s gospel and it is the 
reference to the Roman census. The cen- 
sus decreed by Caesar Augustus played 
a critical role in the unfolding of events 
that very first Christmas. 

The census was the reason that 
Joseph and his pregnant wife Mary left 
Nazareth in the north part of the coun- 
try to make the arduous journey to 
Bethlehem 80 miles to the south just be- 
fore Jesus was born. It had been prophe- 
sied centuries before (Micah 5:2-5) that 
Bethlehem would be the birthplace of 
the Messiah. The census was the vehicle 
used for bringing Joseph and Mary to 
that city at just the right time. 

The census would almost certainly 
have been undertaken when the 
weather was conducive to traveling. 
Many in Israel were like Joseph and 
Mary and had to travel a long distance 
over mountainous roads to get to the 
city of their birth to register. That 
would also point away from a December 
birth date and point to either a spring or 
a fall date for the actual birth of Jesus. 

So how did we end up celebrating the 
birth of Jesus in December? 

For that, we go back to the Fourth 
Century and the reign of the Roman 
Emperor Constantine. Constantine, who 
ruled from 306 to 337 A.D., famously be- 


is historically accurate. As it says in Luke’s Gospel, He was laid in a manger after His birth. But 
when was He born? 


came a Christian and discontinued the 
persecution of Christians in the Roman 
Empire in the early years of his reign. 
With the Edict of Milan in the year 318, 
Constantine de-criminalized Christian- 
ity in the known world. The first cele- 
bration of the birth of Christ on Dec. 25 
that we know of came in the year 336 
A.D. near the end of Constantine’s 
reign. A few years after that, Pope 
Julius I officially named that date for 
the birth of the Savior. 

It is likely the date for the birth of 
Christ was chosen because it was also 
the date of the pagan Saturnalia festi- 
val, which related to the Winter Solstice. 
In the Third Century, the Roman em- 
peror Aurelian had established Dec. 25 
as the date for the mid-winter Saturna- 
lia festival celebrating the birth of Sol 
Invictus (the Unconquered Sun). It was 
opportune for Christians to celebrate 
the birth of Jesus, the Son of God, on 
Dec. 25, in contrast to the pagan celebra- 
tion of the birth of the sun. The Chris- 
tians of that era no doubt saw it asa 
way to promote the spread of Christian- 
ity through the Roman world. 

The Dec. 25 date also interestingly co- 
incides with the Jewish festival of 
lights, Hanukkah, which starts on the 
25th of Kislev (the month in the Jewish 
calendar that occurs at about the same 
time as December). 

And if you ever wonder where the tra- 
dition of the 12 days of Christmas comes 
from, it also relates to the date chosen 
for the birth of Jesus. Christians cele- 


brate the Feast of the Epiphany on Jan- 
uary 6, in remembrance of the visit of 
the Magi from the East. In Eastern Eu- 
rope, the birth of Christ was also cele- 
brated for centuries on January 6. 

Something else we know for certain is 
that Jesus was not born in the year that 
correlates with his birth in the Grego- 
rian Calendar. 

Extra-biblical evidence points to 
Jesus being born somewhere between 4 
and 7 B.C. Herod, who was king of 
Judea at the time that Jesus was born, 
died in 4 B.C., not long after his infa- 
mous decree that the male children in 
Bethlehem two years and younger be 
put to death. This would seem to put the 
birth of Jesus in the summer or early 
fall of the year 6 B.C. or thereabouts. 

No matter when Jesus was born, or 
what day, or whether the angels sang or 
simply announced their message in the 
night sky above Bethlehem, it doesn’t 
change the simple truth surrounding 
the birth of Jesus or the essential tenet 
of faith that it establishes for all Chris- 
tians: Jesus, the Son of God, came into 
the world as had been promised. 

As the angel of the Lord so eloquently 
told the shepherds: “I bring you good 
news of great joy that will be for all the 
people. Today in the town of Davida 
Savior has been born to you; he is Christ 
the Lord.” 

After 2,000 years, this incredible 
proclamation remains the foundation 
stone upon which the Christian faith is 
built.

tive veto to consider. It does loom 
cynical that presidents elected by 
the electoral Vote are Republican, 
losers by the EC often win the Pop- 
ular Vote and are invariably Demo- 
cratic candidates, a clue.

Many people collect 
special items to display: 
baseball cards, dolls, an- 
tiques, and coins are ex- 
amples of popular 
collections. Maintaining a 
collection is not a prob- 
lem, but when an individ- 
ual compulsively acquires 
an excessive number of 
items and the idea of part- 
ing with or discarding 
these items causes severe 
anxiety, it is possible that 
that person is dealing 
with a hoarding disorder. 

Hoarding is different 
than collecting. A person 
who hoards possessions 
acquires things that have 
no seeming value or 
worth, and acquires such 
a large number of posses- 
sions that they overflow 
any attempt at storage or 
organization. Rooms in 
the home become unus- 
able for their intended 
purpose, mobility in the 
home is diminished, and 
basic activities like cook- 
ing, cleaning, showering, 
and sleeping are impaired 
to near impossibility. 
Hoarding can cause a 
number of problems rang- 
ing from emotional reac- 
tions like frustration and 
embarrassment to legal 
and health problems. 


Family and friends of 
people who have a hoard- 
ing disorder suffer the ef- 
fects of the problem as 
well. There is often anger 
and resentment at the sit- 
uation and the person 
causing the problem, as 
well as depression stem- 
ming from an inability to 
resolve the issue. Tangi- 
ble health problems like 
allergies and respiratory 
problems are often an 
issue for family members, 
and children who live in a 
home where hoarding is a 
problem can suffer social 
delays. These side effects 
of hoarding may in turn 
lead to a strain on family 
relationships, financial 
problems, separation or 


divorce, and even eviction. 


An estimated 2-5% of 
the population suffers 
from a hoarding disorder. 
As hoarding is recognized 
in the psychiatric commu- 
nity as a variant or symp- 
tom of Obsessive 
Compulsive Disorder, 
there are ways to help 
friends or family mem- 
bers struggling with this 
affliction. Cognitive be- 
havioral therapy with a 
mental health profes- 
sional can be beneficial. 
Psychological treatment 


can help family members 
as well as the individual 
who suffers with the 
hoarding disorder. There 
are also companies who 
will help sort, clean, and 
discard the hoarder’s pos- 
sessions. 

The Boyne District Li- 
brary is hosting a Hoard- 
ing and Compulsive 
Spending Program featur- 
ing hoarding expert, Ter- 
rence Shulman, on 
Tuesday, January 3 from 
7:00-8:30pm. Mr. Shul- 
man, who founded the 
Shulman Center for Com- 
pulsive Theft, Spending, 
and Hoarding, has been 
helping people recover 
from addictive behaviors 
like hoarding since 1992. 
He has been featured on 
The Today Show, TLC’s 
“Buried Alive,” and 20/20. 
His presentation will offer 
advice on helping your- 
self or those you love 
work on resolving hoard- 
ing behaviors.

Holiday decorating safety tips

- Install smoke detec- 
tors on every level of the 


home, making sure at 
least one is located out- 
side the sleeping area. 

- Use holiday lights that 
are approved by a nation- 
ally recognized testing or- 
ganization, such as 
Underwriter’s Laboratory 
(UL). Only use indoor 
lights indoors and out- 
door lights outside. 

- Before hanging any 
lights, inspect them for 
frayed wires, broken sock- 
ets or other signs of wear. 
Test each light string and 
discard damaged sets. 

- Use no more than 
three light sets on any 
single extension cord. 
Place extension cords 
against the wall to avoid 
tripping hazards. Do not 
run cords under rugs, 
around furniture legs or 
across doorways. 

- Keep electrical con- 
nections off the ground 
and make sure they are 
clear of downspouts, rail- 
ings, aluminum siding, 
standing water and snow. 

- Never leave lights on 
trees and decorations un- 
attended. Turn them off 


before you go to bed or 
leave the home. Consider 
using a timer. 

- If you use an artificial 
tree choose one that is 
tested and labeled as fire 
resistant. 

- If using a real tree, 
lessen the fire hazard by 
making sure it stays 
fresh. Cut off about two 
inches of the trunk to ex- 
pose fresh wood and in- 
sert the base into a stand 
that holds water. Keep the 
stand filled with water. 
Keep the tree away from 
heat sources such a fur- 
naces and heat registers, 
fireplaces, and space 
heaters.

“real” Christmas tree in a lot 
brimming with aluminum 
trees of various sizes and col- 
ors. The tree is small and un- 
appealing amidst all the 
other more colorful and 
glitzy artificial trees but 
Charlie Brown sees the value 
in the little tree that others 
don’t see, at least not at first.

Regardless, the eternal 
words of Luke’s gospel still 
ring out to those with ears to 
hear: For unto you this day in 
the City of David a Savior is 
born, who is Christ the Lord. 

Would that we could all see 
along with Charlie Brown the 
inexpressible value of the 
“real” message of Christmas.

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A bit of trivia about a classic 
holiday movie and song

The list of holiday “clas- 
sic” films grows ever larger 
with each passing year. 
Movies such as “A Christ- 
mas Story,” “National Lam- 
poon’s Christmas 
Vacation,” “Home Alone,” 
and a throng of renditions 
of Charles Dickens’s “A 
Christmas Carol” have 
joined the ranks of such 
long-standing films as “It’s 
a Wonderful Life,” “Miracle 
on 34th Street,” and “The 
Bishop’s Wife,” as perennial 
holiday viewing favorites to 
help rekindle the spirit of 
the season. 

One of those Christmas 
classics, “White Christ- 
mas,” holds a unique posi- 
tion in that it is not only a 
holiday film favorite, be- 
coming the top grossing 
film in the year of its re- 
lease; 1954, it also presented 
the best selling song of all 
time, with over 50 million 
copies of Irving Berlin’s 
title composition having 
been sold worldwide. 
Though many have watched 
the film countless times, 
here are a few trivia items 
you may want to look for 
the next time your televi- 
sion remote catches a show- 
ing of White Christmas. 

- This was the third film 
to feature Bing Crosby 
singing “White Christmas”. 
The other two are “Holiday 
Inn and “Blue Skies.” The 
Vermont Inn set is also a re- 
modeled version of the Con- 
necticut Inn set from the 
Holiday Inn film. 

- Rosemary Clooney was 
not allowed to record her 
voice for the soundtrack 
album because it was being 
released by a record com- 
pany (Decca) other than 
hers (Columbia). She was 
replaced on the soundtrack 
album by Peggy Lee.

- When the General blows 
out the candles on his cake 
near the end of the movie, 
the ones on the far side of 
the cake blow out from an- 
other direction, almost be- 
fore he blows out the ones 
nearest him. After General 
Waverly blows out the can- 
dles, at the very end of the 
movie the candles are lit 
again (I’ve had birthday 
cake candles like that). 

- While Phil and Bob are 
lip-syncing the song “Sis- 
ters” there is a phrase at the 
end that Bob (Bing Crosby) 
goofs up and says, “Lord 
help the mister” instead of 
“Lord help the sister”. It’s 
obvious that Danny Kaye 
catches the mistake. 

- According to Rosemary 
Clooney, Bing Crosby and 
Danny Kaye’s “Sisters” per- 
formance was not originally 
in the script. They were 
clowning around on the set, 
and director Michael Curtiz 
thought it was so funny that 


he decided to film it. In the 
scene, Crosby’s laughs are 
genuine and unscripted, as 
he was unable to holda 
straight face due to Kaye’s 
comedic dancing. 

- During “The Best 
Things” dance number, on 
the very last twirl around a 
kneeling Danny Kaye before 
she falls into his arms, 
Vera-Ellen trips over Danny 
Kaye’s outstretched left 
foot. She recovers so 
smoothly that it is difficult 
to catch. 

- Bob Fosse was the un- 
credited choreographer for 
the movie. 

- During the song “Snow” 
on the train, a close-up of 
Danny Kaye shows his lips 
moving but the voice com- 
ing out is definitely Bing 
Crosby’s. This happens a 
couple of times during the 
song. 

- This was 1954’s most 
successful film. The second 
most successful was The 
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Caine Mutiny (1954), which 
featured Rosemary 
Clooney’s husband, José 
Ferrer. 


While “White Christmas 
has become the most 
recorded Christmas song, 
with over 500 versions in 
several different languages, 
Irving Berlin’s opening bars 
are often dropped from 
those recordings. So just 
when you think you’ve 
heard it all, you may well 
have missed these lyrics... 


“The sun is shining, the 
grass is green, 

The orange and palm 
trees sway. 

There’s never been such a 
day in Beverly Hills, L.A. 

But it’s December the 
twenty-fourth, — And Iam 
longing to be up North.”
